Druiiken driving worst Now 

highway safety problem at center of controversy 
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'The Associated Press 

WASHINGTON — Drunkdn driying is 
considered, the nation's most serious 
highway safety problem by a plurality of 
Americans, ..according to a survey 
commissioned by Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving. 

The survey of 9,028 drivers across the 
country, conducted by the Gallup 
Organization, also showed that a large 
majority of Americans who drink soy they 
have changed their behavior over the lost 
few ycors, with many embracing the 
designated driver system. 

George Gallup Jr., the organization’s 
president, said at a news conference that 
the survey shows there is a wide perception 
that teenage drivers arc a major group 
involved in driving after drinking.

The random telcpfronc survey was poid 
for by the State Farm Insurance Co. and the 
Gallup Foundotion. The morgin ofxrror 
was plus or minus I percent. 

Major conclusions based on the survey 
were: 

* Thirty-nine percent cited driniSng and 
driving as the most serious highway safely 
problem, followed by speeding, 22 percent; 
poor highways, .8 percent; poor drivers, 6 
percent; not wearing scat belts, 5 percent; . 
and heavy traffic, 5 percent 

• Forty-eight percent said t^ey thought 
penalties for fust oflense drunken driving 
were not severe enough. But that margin 
-increased to-59 percent who-fcit the penally 

for second oflense drunken driving was not

In separate incidents, congressional 
authorities refused to ironsport two 
injured women in the vehicle and told 
Roll Coll — a Copitol Hill newspaper 
— the ambulance was for members of 
Congress only. 

One of the injured lay bleeding just a 
few feet oway from the ambulance and 
both women hod to wait a considerable 
- time Tor Washington’s much-criticizcd 
ambulance system to respond. 

The controversy broke out juSt as 
House members came under fire for 
■ v/riting rubber checks at the lawmakers’ 
baidc and stiffing the restaurant system. 
Senators were scolded by constituents 


this week for their slow initial response 
to sexual harassment allegations against 
Supreme Court nominee Clarence 
Tliomas. 

The statement on the ambulance 
Thursday was issued by the office of 
Speaker Thomas S. Foley in the name 
of the Office of the Attending 
Physician. 

It said the office responds to a 
medical emergency “whether it be for a 
member of Congress, congressional 
staff, or any of the more than one 
million tourists who visit the Capitol 
each year. Some 90 percent of the 
emergencies ... arc for non-members, 
and 90 percent of those cases do not 
require any transportation 'to a medical 
facility. . 

“However, in the event that 
transportation is required, the ofncc's 
ambulance is available* at the discretion 
of the physician on the scene for life- 
threatening emergencies.

More rain for Florida while Southern California bakes 


■ Heavy rain produced some flooding Thursday in 
Florida, but most of the region received a break from two 
days of dowiipours. 

A hem wave piislied icmpcmtures past 100 in Southern 
Califomiu. 

As much Its 2 inches of rain fell in Melbourne, midway 
up Florida's cast coast, and some streets filled with as 
much as 3 feet of water, the National Weather Service said. 

While southern Florida residents were inconvenienced 
by up to 14 inches of rain on Tuesday and Wednesday, the 
deluge gave plants and animals relief from a three-year 
drought. The Ovcrgliides system was back to its soggy 
natural state. 

‘This is just what the park needed,” said John Ogden, a 
biologist at Everglades National Park. 

At midday, showers and occasional thunderstorms were 


scattered over southern Florida, the Georgia coast, northern 
Alabama. southeast.Tcnncssee, northwest Pcnnsylvonio 
and westera New York. 

There were no reports of more than a half inch of rain 
during the six hours ending at 2 p.m. EOT. 

Southern California was in the grip of a heat wave. 
Temperatures around San Diego reached ibc low 90s in Ihe 
morning, and at midday the mercury had soared to 1 12 ot 
Qillespio Field cost of the city. 

But in Alaska, o few snow flurries reached the lower 
elevations of the Anchorage and Eagle River areas — their 
first flakes of fall. 

The low temperature for the Lower 48 stales was 22 at 
Craig, Colo. 

Temperatures around the nation at 3 p.m. EDT ranged 
from 46 at Houghton, Mich., to 112 at San Diego's 
Gillespie Field.

For 
instance, the beef industry in 1 987 in Idaho 
produced $600 million of taxable income.

The question has been asked, “Whnt is the 
curtcnt monogement philosophy for the 
public lands?”

According to findings by the University of

National children’s book sales skyrocket in 1990$ 



Albany, N.Y., bookstore owner Frank Hodge Is 
concerned that the, children’s book boom Is only 
offering quantity and not quality.

ALBANY, N.Y. - Ninja Turtles arc racing with Peter ' 
Rabbit Curious George has gone commercial. And Tlic New 
Kids on the Block ore moving in next door to Charlotte’s 
Web. . 

An unprecedented SI billion will be spent on children s 
books this year on the mountain of titles that arc filling store 
shelves across the countiy. 

There’s plenty of proof of the national book-buying binge; 

• Childrcn’s-only bookstores that numbered about 50 a. 
decade ago now total about 400. 

• Book sales that were at S148 million in 1970 spiraled 
close to SI billion lost year. 

• Industry experts predict sales will top S1.5 billion by 
-1994. 

• Some 5.000 new titles will be published this year alone. 

Factors credited with fueling the book frenzy include a 

boom in the number of children under age 5 in the lost 
decade. In addition, baby boomer parents with disposable 
income place a strong emphasis on education and reading. 

Credit also is given to the whole language approach to 
leaching reading in American schools, where textbook tales 
of Dick and Jane are thrown out and children’s literature, or 
mdc books, are used. 

Another factor is marketing, in which such characters os ^ 
Ninja Turtles arc sold in books, videos, games, etc., leaving 
kids clamoring for the latest Ninja book — or anything, 
Characters like Curious George arc mOThandised and new 
visions of books, or spinoffs, are crcai^ • 

TTi i^ booid io book fialA IS rcally'ffie.secotid since the 
1960s, according to Tom Engclhnrdt, a former editor at 
Pantheon Books who is writing a book on children's culture. 

The first boom, Engclhnrdt said, came in the ‘60s when 
federal funding was pouring into libraries so fast that 
librarians had trouble spending their entire budgets. 

But by the 1970a when library fundiog-began to decline, a 
second boom began to emerge.

Today's declarer could recite the > 
odds for or against almost any ^ 
currence. Unfortunately he lost his 
slam because, he failed to .count to 
12. 

■ Dummy’s diamond acc went up at 
trick one, and Iho slam was down 
before South got started. East 
ruffed the diamond acc. and with no 
way to avoid the spade loser, South 
lost the laydown slam. 

•The odds against West's having 
all six dlamohds-wcrc-more-than- 
100 to one,” exclaimed the math- 
ematician. “Sorry, but 1 have no 
way to fight against that kind of 
luck.” 

He was right about the odds, but 
he was wrong about the luck. There 
is practically no way to lose this 
slam If South counts his 12 tricks 
and makes sure he can get them. 

Since the diamond ace Is South's 
I2th winner, there Is no reason, to 
risk losing It at trick one.
